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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims (1-21) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

regarding claims 1, 5-13 and 15-20: the prior art of record (Dang et al {6947243}, 
Hirai {6768705} and Kusumoto {6894862}) in combinations or separately fails to 
discloses or suggests the disk drive eccentricity control that based on a phase learning 
means which the difference between a sawtooth wave and the sinusoidal wave with 
learned phase error, and, the weight factor calculation is based on the position error and 
the sinusoidal wave; 

regarding claim 14 and 21 : the prior art of record (Dang et al {6947243}, Hirai 
{6768705} and Kusumoto {6894862}) in combinations or separately fails to discloses or 
suggests the eccentricity control that based on the detection of an external impact, 
conversion of the impact detection into voltage, and stopping the weight factor 
calculation when the voltage is exceeding the predetermined value.
